In 
answer to further questions, swore 
that Mrs. Glover, In the presence ot 
the witness, hit Hattie on the chin 
with her fist in order to make Hattie 
confess to the bathroom incident. 


Mrs. Sampson testified that Mrs. 


Glover came to her home in Auburn- 
dale in March, ]909. 
When Mrs. 


Sampson was nsked to relate the con- 
versation between herself and Mrs. 
Glover; the prosecution objected, hut 
was overruled. Mrs. Sumpson said: 


"She (Mrs. Glover) said she had 


seen her man insult Hattie 
In the 


bathroom/' 


Q.—what was the rest of the con- 


versation? A.—She told me she had 
no revolver belonging to herself, but 
that she would buy one and kill Glo- 
ver. 


Asked for further conversation at 


that time, Mrs. Sampson continued'. 


"She told .me she had caught Hat- 


tie by the hair when she found her 
with her husband and she puiieii her 
hair and .beat her very much. 
She 


repeated three times that she had no 
revolver herself, but she would buy 
one to kill Glover. At the same time 
she was striking the table with her 
fists." 


District Attorney Hlgglns started.to 


cross examine the witness In English, 
gave it up and continued through an 
interpeter. Mrs. Sampson w^s asked 
if she did not testify In the Glover 
will case that Mrs. Glover "was touch- 
Ing" Hattie under the chin.

the rapidity of construction In the 
United States is greater timn the av
